“He is resting quietly and 
doing nicely,” a hospital spokes- 
man said.

Dr. Compton, Nobel Prize-

at Barnes July 1. 

He was discharged from the 
hospital July 23 after repair of 
an aneurysm in the abdominal 
portion of his aorta, principal 
arterial trunk carrying blood 
from the heart.

Dr. Compton's present illness 
is apparently unrelated to the 
surgery of last July, it was 
learned. He had a “fainting 
spell” Thursday at his Gaylord 
(Mich.) home and the decision 
was made to return him to St. 
Louis. 

The 67-year-old physicist ar- 
rived at Lambert-St. Louis field 
last night in a twin-engine, four- 
passenger aircraft. He was ac- 
companied by his wife and a 
Gaylord physician. His St. Louis 
doctor, an internist, met the 
plane. An ambulance was 
waiting.

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the other hand, may be fairly 
cheerful. 

Q. What is the difference in 
temperature between Mars and 
the moon? 

A. The moon is far hotter, on 
the ground surface, during the 
daytime. The daytime temper- 
ature in the Torrid Zone of 
Mars probably is 50 or 00 de- 
grees above zero Fahrenheit. 

The lighted ground on the 
moon is hotter than boiling wa- 
ter. 

The night temperature of Mars 
may be as low as that of the 
South Pole. Even if that is true,

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The moon's night temperature 
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is hundreds of degrees below 
zero. No human could stand such 
coldness, but a space traveler 
might survive while inside a 
rocket.

A. Mars has an atmosphere, 
and in this way differs from the 
moon, Astronomers, to this day, 
are in doubt about the atmos- 
phere of Mars. It certainly con- 
tains a great deal of carbon di- 
oxide, and it MAY contain 
enough oxygen to meet human 
needs
